"At  a time  prior  to  the  filing  of  the 
complaint  in  this  action  Seeburg  Corp.  was 
in  the  business  of  manufacturing  and  selling 
coin  operated  games  using  cathode  ray  tubes 
for  the  display  of  symbols  representing  game 
objects  such  as  balls,  hockey  pucks,  paddles, 
rackets,  hockey  sticks  and  the  like,  and 
shipped  such  games  to  various  customers 
throughout  the  United  States  and  in  foreign 
countries. " 

Identify  all  coin  operated  games  using  cathode  ray  tubes  for 
the  display  of  symbols  representing  game  objects  manufactured 
or  sold  by  defendant  Seeburg  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  com- 
plaint in  this  action  against  defendant  Seeburg. 


SUPPLEMENTAL  ANSWER: 

Seeburg  or  its  distributing  companies  have  sold  or 
offered  for  sale  the  following  devices  which  employ  cathode 
ray  tubes:  Atari  Pong,  Williams  Paddle  Ball,  Volley,  Tennis 
Tourney,  Ramtec  TV  Hockey,  Olympic  Tennis,  Club  Tennis,  Atari 
Gotcha,  Williams  Pro-Hockey,  Computer  TV  Hockey,  Spike  It, 

United  Sportarama,  Rally,  Atari  Double  Pong,  Atari  Quadripong, 
Atari  Space  Race,  Atari  Rebound,  Amutronic  TV  Pong,  Amutronic 
TV  Hockey,  PMC  Table  Tennis,  Atari  Gran  Trac  10,  Olympic  Hockey, 
Midway  Winner,  Midway  Asteroid,  PMC  Wham  Bam,  Midway  Playtime, 
and  Midway  Leader.
